EXPLANATION

This bill provides for an annual ﬁercenta e increase in the
reimbursement rate of providers of child welfare services
funded in whole or_part by the state or through the medical
assistance (Medicaid) program. The increase i1s equal to the
state percent of growth for schools for the schoo bUd%Ft year
with the same dates as the fiscal year of increase. The bill
provides for the increase for non=Medicaid services in new
Code section 234.4 and for Medicaid services in new Code
section 249A.17. If a child welfare service is funded from
more than one source, the reimbursement increase applies to
the combined amount.

The term *child welfare services"” is defined with similar
lists of specific services in each new Code section plus
services outlined in an open child welfare services plan
developed by the department of human services.
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
